No Surrender. 


The Ulster Unionist Council has regis- 

tered a decision which may make Irish 
history. It has resolved to slam, bar, and 
bolt the door of six counties against the 
other twenty-six, and it has given the 
Government fair and full notice of its pur- 
pose. The Council attaches to the per- 
manent isolation of the core of North- 
East Ulster an importance which has 
justified, in its eyes, a final breach of its 
solemn League and Covenant. The Union- 
ists of Cavan, Monaghan, and Donegal are 
thrown into outer darkness, unwilling 
victims to the perpetual segregation of 
the six-county area. Lord Farnham’s re- 
solution in favour of the whole province 
as the area of the Northern State was de- 
feated. The resolution which accepts 
Home Rule will give little comfort to 
the Cabinet. Unionist Ulster has been 
coerced, but not converted, by events. It 
reaffirms its faith in the Legislative Union 
as the best form of government for Ire- 
land, and instructs the Ulster Unionist 
Party in Parliament to take no responsi- 
bility for the new Bill. The Act of 1914, 
however, is on the Statute Book, and soon 
must ‘come into force if it is not repealed. 
The Bill repeals it, and recognises the six 
counties’ claim to exclusion. They accept 
the Bill, therefore, as “a preferable 
alternative ” to the Act, and advise their 
party to press for such amendments as 
will promote the interests of the six 
counties and—a polite, but meaningless, 
addition—those of the Unionists of the 
South and West. A meeting of the Unionist 
business men of the six counties has en- 
dorsed the Council’s resolution. Thus the 
Unionists of two-thirds of Ulster have 
crossed the Rubicon. They have accepted 
a form of self-government which will give 
them complete control of their own for- 
tunes. They have re-established the Tudor 
Pale—save that on this occasion some 
half-million of the King's loyal subjects 
are outside it. Their decision, whatever 
its results for themselves and for others 
may be, has Scriptural sanction. They 
have agreed with their adversary quickly 
while they are in the way with him. 
Their case is that they have saved their 
own peaceful and prosperous corner from 
the ruin which the Government is pre- 
paring for the remainder of Ireland. 
The last hope of a real settlement 
through this Bill is killed by yesterday's 
proceedings in Belfast. The Government 
defends partition only as a temporary 
measure—as a necessary avenue to the 
goal of Irish unity. The two Executives 
are to be brought gradually together by the 
tightening bond of the Council of Ireland. 
In due time the Council will develop into 
a common Parliament for the whole 
country. Then national unity—“ the date 
of Irish union ’’—will have been reached 
at last, and all the necessarily cumbrous 
machinery of partition will be scrapped. 
This is the picture which the Prime 
Minister offered to the House of Commons ; 
but even to that credulous assembly he 
never can offer it again. The six counties 
voted yesterday for absolutely permanent 
partition and for nothing else. Mr. Lloyd 
George cannot pretend to misunderstand 
them, for— , 


«They said it very loud and clear; 
They went and shouted in his ear. 


In the first place, the Unionists of Cavan, 
Monaghan, and Donegal were sacrificed on 
the altar of permanent partition. The 
Solemn Covenant would have been violated 
for no less vital purpose. If these three 
counties were included in the Northern 
area, the Nationalist vote might be large 
enough at some futuro time to enforce 
overtures to the Southern Executive, and 
that danger the Ulster Unionist Council 
has resolved to remove at any cost. In 
the next place, the whole spirit of the 
Council's resolution reveals insistence on 
permanent partition Finally, the busi- 
ness men’s meeting declared explicitly 
that it accepted the Bill mainly as a safe- 
guard against the-menace of an All-Ire- 
land Parliament.” The Government, 
therefore, can remain no longer under any 
illusion. In passing thic Zill it will pass 
a measure for the permanent division of 
Ireland, for the maintenance of sectarian 
strife, for the perpetuation of all the 
grotesque machinery of tri-sected railways 
and double judiciaries. It will doom the 
Irish people to secular unsettlement, and 
will convert thousands of law-abiding men 
to the cause of revolution. The prospect

The Miners’ Threat. 


The Miners’ National Conference de- 
cided yesterday to vote at the Trades 
Union Congress in favour of “direct 
action and a general strike in regard 
to the nationalisation of the coal mines. 
The figures of the division were 524,000 
in favour of “direct action ” and 346,000 
against it. Thus 60 per cent, of the 
miners have cast their votes for a revolu- 
tion. This decision is ominous, but not 
to be taken too tragically. The miners 
are the Bourbons of the proletariat, and 
are suffering from a severe attack of 
megalomania. Their sense of proportion 
has vanished as a result of their repeated 
successes in securing bigger wages and 
shorter hours. Fortunately, although they 
form a very important branch of trade 
unionism, they do not form the only 
branch. A general strike could not be 
declared without the assent of the Triple 
Alliance, which includes the railwaymen 
and transport workers, The railwaymen 
already have “had some.” Their strike 
in last October convinced—or ought to 
have convinced—-them that Great Britain 
has no use for revolutions. Only the 
day before yesterday the Transport 
Workers’. Federation decided to refer the 
workers’ recent claim for a 10s. increase 
in wages to arbitration by the Industrial 
Court. A strike had seemed almost to be 
inevitable. The transport workers, how- 
ever, have not misjudged the temper of 
the nation, and their action in a matter 
which is of paramount importance to their 
own interests suggests that they are not

ployer will contribute Sd. These terms 
will apply to every wage-earner, except 
those engaged in agriculture and domestic 
service. From the English point of view 
no better scheme could be devised. It is 
open to question, however, whether its ex- 
tension to this country would be a success. 
Agriculture is our greatest industry, and 
no scheme which does not make provision 
for the farm labourer can solve the problem 
of unemployment in Ireland. 


South African Politics. 


The general election which took place 
in South Africa yesterday will have a 
profound effect upon the country’s future. 
To all intents and purposes, it was a 
referendum on the question of union or 
disunion. Other issues, of course, were 
involved, but every elector recognised that, 
in the main, the election was a struggle 
for supremacy between General Smuts 
and General Hertzog. The Republicans 
claim that they are in a strong position. 
Recently they conducted a vigorous cam- 
paign among the Boer farmers with a view 
to reviving the old racial prejudices and 
animosities. It is quite conceivable, 
therefore, that a considerable number of 
General Hertzog's supporters will be 
declared elected.

Sir Edward Carson to-day in connection with 
his visit to Belfast. The first was the ad- 
journed meeting of the Ulster Unionist Council 
to consider thes Government's Home Rule Bill, 
and delegates from various counties in the 
province attended in large numbers. The pro- 
ceedings were of a protracted character, lustig 
from before 12 o'clock until almost 3 o'clock, 
and were private. Sir Edward Carson pre- 
sided, and during the course of the reeting de- 
livered an address. There was a protracted dis- 
cussion, in which the delegates’ from 
the Counties Donegal, Monaghan, and Cavan 
strenuously insisted on inclusion in the 
Ulster Parliament, but without. avail 

The official report of the proceedings, which 
was issued after 5 o'clock, stated that the 
various Committees appointed to report on the 
aspects of the bill e. their reports. 

Subsequently the following resolution was 
proposed by Lord Farnham, seconded by Mr. 
Michael E. Knight :— 

That this Council, abiding by its Cove- 
nant, refuses to accept any form of govern- 
ment which does mot include the whole geo- 
graphical Province of Ulster, and calls upon 
its Parliamentary leaders to take such steps 
as may be necessary to see that the term 
“ Northern Ireland” in the present bill is 
altered to include the whole Province of 
Ulster. 

The resolution was defeated. 7 
Then, on the motion of Col, Wallace, seconded 
by Mr. W. J. McDowell, the following resolu- 
tion was passed :— 

The Ulster Unionist Council re-affirms 
once more its belief that the highest in- 
terests of the Empire, of Ireland, and of 
Ulster are better safeguarded by the main- 
tenance of the Legislative Union between 
Great Britain and Ireland than under 
any other system of Government. Never- 
theless, in view of the fact that, despite the 
persistent opposition of Ulster and loyal 
subjects of the King in the other provinces; 
there is now on the Statute Book an Act of 
Parliament which domes into force upon the 
conclusion af peace unless legislation limit- 
ing its authority is enacted, this Council 
has given careful consideration to the Go- 
vernment of Ire! Bill now before the 
House of Commons, and resdives as follows 
(1) Inasmuch as the new bill is based on the 
principle of Home Rule, and would deprive 
us of our equal citizenship in the Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom, this Council 
cannot recommend the Parliamentary re- 
presentatives of Ulster to accept any re- 
sponsibility for it; but inasmuch as the 
bill is in substitution for the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1914, and it recognises the 
right of six counties of Ulster to the 
separate treatment for which Ulster has so 
tenaciously striven, — offers a preferable 
alternative to the Act of 1914; and inas- 
much as there is no prospect of procuring 
the simple repeal of that Act, this Council 
is of opinion that the Ulster representatives 
should mot assume the responsibility of at- 
tempting to defeat the bill, but should press 
for such amendments of the bill as are 
necessary and desirable in the interests of 
Ulster and of Unionists throughout the 
South and West of Ireland in the event of 
the second reading of the bill being carried.

A conversazione to give the members of the 
Ulster Unionist Labour Association an oppor- 
tunity of meeting Sir Edward Carson was held 
in the Wellington Hall in the evening.

He was glad that his first 
speeches after the momentous meeting they had 
had of the Ulster Council that day should be 
delivered before them, and he would tell them 
why. When he opened the campaign at Craig- 
avon, nearly nine or ten years ago, he said 
that in the dark days of 1688 Derry was the key 
of the situation, but in these days Belfast would 
turn out to be the key of the situation; and it 
was because, in looking forward to what might 
be the result of the legislation which was now 
before them, he had still the most absolute 
confidence in Belfast as the key of the situation 
—that he was proud to be addressing them after 
the meeting to-day. Whatever others might 
say of Belfast, with its great power and its 
great development, its great advancement and 
its great progress, all of which the whole Empire 
was proud of, he trusted Belfast now and 
always. We held to-day, he continued, a great 
momentous meeting of the Ulster, Unionist 
Council. We met to deliberate upon the course 
which we should take in relation to the pro- 
posals of the Government which have now been 
laid before Parliament. On one thing we were 
absolutely unanimous, and that was that no- 
body yet has presented or invented any settle- 
ment of the Irish question which was equal to 
the settlement of Pitt when he brought 
about the Union between the two countries.

But I 
venture to think that our whole discussion was 
a pattern and model for the conduct of any 
serious assembly trying to work out the pro- 
blems best for the community to which they 
belonged.

If other men like to take on a job like that, 
and you are prepared to follow them, I will give 
way to-morrow. But I say to you, and I say 
it from the bottom of my heart, that we are 
lucky in getting it, if we do get it—for the bill 
is not through yet—without ‘ighting, what we 
are all covenanted to fight for. (Applause.) Oh, 
ves, they might say, but what good will this 
Parliament in Ulster be to us.

Where would we be 
then? No, I believe that if all classes of the 
community here do their duty, one by the other, 
employer and employed, each treating the other 
fairly and humanely, and in accdrdance with the 
rights of each, you need have no fear of a 
Parliament in Ulster. (Applause.) 

Proceeling, he said that there was no place 
that he knew in the United Kingdom where 
the men who worked and helped others to amass 
riches were more ready to come to fair terms 
than in Belfast. They were entitled to them, 
and had a right to press for them. With a 
Parliament sitting at their own doors they 
would have a better chance to have these 
Guestions settled than they ever had before. 
He could tell all he felt about and could pro- 
bably touch the hearts of many of them, but 
they must not let their hearts be too big for 
their heads, and above all things they must not 
deceive people, and there was no use in him, or 
in the Council, or anybody else pretending to 
these people that they would be able, if they 
were brought into the Parliament, to govern 
them with such a possible majority or minority. 
Do as they would they had far better, he said, 
face the facta, 1 have always said, becanse I 
always foresaw, that that would be a difficult 
subject, that it must be decided by the Council, 
and the Council has decided, and I think the 
Council, upon the evidence they had before 
them of what would happen, were absolutely 
right in that decision. However, we may have 
to regret having to take that decision. Of 
course, I know there are men who are going 
about already saying—“I was only one of the 
few who were brave enough to stick up for nine 
counties.” It would have been very easy for 
me to get up and receive the cheers of all those

A national policy can 
hardly be good in peace that is dangerous in 
war. It would be as sensible to say that a ship 
was well built because it could float in calm 
weather, although it had to be laid up in the 
storm. When the storm came the Home. Rule 
Act was laid up by the consent of all parties, as 
a ship so cranky that she might have taken us 
all to the bottom if we had trusted ourselves in 
her. 

When the country was in danger in what did 
it seek refuge? Why, in the union, because it 
recognised that unity is strength, and that divi- 
sion is fatal. But now we are certain that we 
shall never be in danger again because of the 
League of Nations, and so we propose once more 
to undo the work of union and create two or 
three governments in. these islands. And so it 
will be said, well, after all, we are in the 
calm weather of peace again, and are never 
likely to be at war again, so we can safely 
proceed with Home Rule, which is like a 
Japanese umbrella—no good against rain 
admittedly, but pretty useful in the sun. We 
shall see. For our part we do not think that 
any Home Rule system, whether Liberal or 
Coalition, whether accepted by Ulster or not, 
is going to give any peace to these islands. 
The truth is that all our old British politicians 
have blinded themselves to realities, and have 
drugged their minds with constitutional fictions. 
They eannot see that constitutionel experiments 
are of no value in lreland—or, indeed, anywhere 
to-day. We are now at war with naked force, 
and the struggle is for bare life. 


LABOUR TACTICS IN THE HOUSE. 


After II o'clock the remaining outstanding 
Supplementary Estimates were formally put 
from the chair in the House of Commons last 
night. The business ” consisted of a series of 
divisions, each vote being received with a ¢horus 
of “ Noes,” led by Mr. Hogge. There were 
about 40 outstanding votes relating to various 
departments to be got through, and the opposi- 
tion, consisting mainly of Labour members and 
a few Independent Liberals, started as if they 
meant to challenge a division on each one of 
them. The first half-dozen votes were all taken 
to a division, and that carried the proceedings 
on to midnight. The Government majorities 
were in the proportion of about 200 to 40. 
There was a roar of cheering when in the 
seventh division Mr. Adamson, Mr. Griffiths, 
and other Labour men voted with the Govern- 
ment. After ten divisions, the Chairman (Mr. 
Whitley) called on those in favour of the vote 
to staid up, and as there was an overwhelming 
majority as compared with those who rose in 
Opposition, the vote was declared carried amid 
considerable uproar. 

After thirteen divisions the opposition died 
down, but three more were necessary before the 
votes were disposed of.

Mr. Hogge criticised various. items of ex-> - 
penditure, and said that he eould not agept 
the statement of the Parliamentary Secretary 
(Mr. Neal) that the Minister did not interfere 
with the railways. 

Mr. Atkey said that the Dead March was 
more suitable to the activities of the depart- 
ment. than the “ Hallelujah Chorus” which 
was sung by the Under-Secretary. He objécted 
to the extravagant expenditure on the galaxy 
of directors-general, with which the Minister 
had surrounded himself. It was time that the 
Minister should be made to sit up and take 
notice of the opinion of the House of Commons. 

Sir Donald Maclean commented on the 
appalling extravagance of the Government on 
this department. He said that it was the 
clearest example of the utter incompetence of 
the Government to deal with reconstruction 
problems. As a protest he moved a reduction 
of the item for salaries and allowances by £100. 

Mr. Marshall Stevens lamented the lack of 
co-ordination between Government departments, 
and said that the Minister of Transport was 
playing ca“ canny” as much as any docker 
in the country. He understood that the 
Minister was now playing golf quite near 
Londgn, and he asked why should he not, in 
present circumstances, be in his place in the 
House ? 


MR. NEAL AND SIR ERIC GEDDES. 


Mr. Neal said that with reference to the 
regrettable and most unfortunate outburst of 
Mr. Marshall Stevens, that hon. gentleman, in 
his dislike for the Ministry of Transport, had 
thought it right to make a personal attack on 
Sir Erie Geddes. The Minister of Transport 
had been ordered away by his medical adviser 
for very adequate and sufficient reasons, and 
he hoped that his right hon, friend might 
avert a very serious threatened break-down. 
More than that he declined to say in answer to 
the hon. gentleman, and it was a very poor re- 
ward for public services rendered through the 
strain and stress of war time, and the difficult 
times of reconstruction, to know that he was 
liable to an attack such as he was sure that 
the House must have listened to with deep 
regret. As to the members of the staff of the 
Ministry, the figure of 774 which he bad given 
was correct. An hon. member had said that 
there was some discrepancy in his speech. with 
regard to the way in which the Minister of 
Transport was dealing with the internal 
management of the railway companies. The 
answer was a financial one. Under the terms 
of the financial arrapgement between the 
Ministry and the railway companies, any excess 
above the normal which they now had to pay 
for building railway wagons, either themselves 
or by outside contractors, was a charge upon 
the State funds, and, seeing that the taxpayer 
had to pay, ultimately, that difference, it 
would be highly improper unless the Mimister, 
through his financial department, took a most 
eareful oversight of the prices at which these 
contracts were placed. 

COASTAL SERVICES. 

The matter of coastal services to outlying 
parts of the British Isles had not been lost 
sight of. Any suggestions would be carefully 
considered. As to railway wagons owned 
privately, there had been no pooling. There 
was a special order of the Board of 
of Trade, whereby wagons were back-loaded. 
When the coal shortage became acute the Coal 
Controller represented to the Ministry that this 
back-loading was operating against, the 
collieries, who were not getting their wagons — 
back, and the operation of the Order was 
suspended. The Ministry had sent special re- 
presentatives to see what could be done respeci- 
ing the conditions on the North-East coast, and 
had done what they could to bring the troubles 
complained ‘of to an end. A great deal of the 
traffic could be dealt with by sea. He wag not 
too sure that the manufacturers had not been a 
little careless in not using shipping for traffic. 
They showed a reluctance to pay such shipping 
freights as were higher than railway freights, 
He denied the allegation that any railway com- 
pany was being hampered in any way in the 
performance of its duty by the act of the 
Ministry of Transport. With regard. to canals, 
one-third of those in England came under 
Governmental control with the railways, and 
were included, for financial purposes, in the 
financial agreement. One-third was taken 
possession of by the Ministry, and the other 
third was managed without control under 
“D.O.R.A.” In order to make the canals 
successful capital expenditure would have to be 
made on them, and the Government were 
advised that the amount necessary for the pur- 
pose would be about £70,000,000 or £80,000,000. 
Before the Government took any step in con- 
nection with dealing with the canals, it ought 
to settle what its policy was to be with regard 
to them.

There were a number of people who 
were disappointed when the Armistice came 
that terminated the bloody war of five years, 
and they said—“ Why didn’t they march on for 
another week until they got to Berlin?” Yes, 
march on after you had been offered complete 
terms of surrender—a very brave thing to sug- 
gest for those at home and who were not 
marching on. (Applause) Yes, a very brave 
thing. But think of the lives that would be 
lost of men who had gone through the whole 
of that war, and who had brought it to a 
successful conclusion. Think of what an extra 
week, an extra day, or an extra hour of un- 
necessary slaughter would mean in widowed 
homes and to fatherless children. No, that is 
the outery of the thoughtless bravado, and 
not the policy of real human statesmen. And 
so I say to those who may be inclined to say 
why don’t we go on and fight as we were doing 
before the war, I will tell them why we don't 
because we are getting everything that we could 
have got even if we had won in the fight, 
Applause.) . And I would like to know what

A Berlin telegram, dated Tuesday, states 
At Warnitz, near Potsdam, to-day eight men 
who arrived by motor from Berlin, and who 
were stated to be members of the French 
Military Flying Commission, were attacked by 
the inhabitants, who accused them of poaching 
and summoned them to surrender. Four obeyed 
but the other four, it ie stated, tried to 
escape.

The 
wounded man died en route to hospital. The 
Foreign Office has transmitted an official report 
on the matter to the French Chargé d’Affairés. 

A later telegram from Berlin says The 
Imperial Government has issued a proclamation 
referring to the recent attacks on members of 
the Entente Missions, and urgently warning 
against this demoralisation of public life, which 
has nothing to do with patrotism, and can only 
lead to serious jnjury to the Fatherland.

3d. per sack, which is esti- 
mated to result in the price of a Alb. loaf being 
increased to ls., and master bakers point out, 
in support of their objection to the reduction of 
the subsidy, that, although the wholesale. price 
of flour will be advanced on Monday next, the 
retail price cannot be increased until the 12th 


of next month. 


At a meeting of the Consumers’ Council, held 
at the Ministry of Food yesterday, a resolution 
was adopted that the bread subsidy should be 
maintained for the present, and a maximum 
price, based on reasonable costs of production, 
should be fixed, and that under the present 
circumstances there should be no increase in 
the price of bread until food commodities in 
general are reduced.
